A cage completely sterilized at 
90 degrees was made ami the open­ 
ings of the cage closely stopped with 
cotton and protected from the outside 
by a hermetically closed metallic cham­ 
ber. Such manipulations as were nec­ 
essary in opening the cage were made 
by hands guarded by aseptic rubber 
cloth. Into such a sterilized cage three 
hens’ eggs were placed after having 
been externally sterilized. 
The cage 
was fitted with a glass pavilion or 
chicken run, where the chickens could 
develop during their six weeks’ sojourn 
in the cage. In the cage were sterilized 
air, pure water, sterilized sand and 
sterilized feed. The experiment showed 
that life doe* not depend upon mi­ 
crobes, but that the vital work of the 
organism is easy and natural when 
everything is steriHired.—Harper*a.

The first vapors condense into naph | 
tba and tbose produced by further 
heating give tbe burning oil. 
A very 
small percentage of tbe crude oil put 
into the pans or stills remains in the 
form of tar. which by another process 
is n.averted into paraffin and coke. 
After distillation the refined oil is nc 
longer green, but is as transparent a* 
spring w ater and beautifully tinged 
with purple» nu i blues. 
It is not yet 
ready for use. however, sim e it must 
be "washed.” The flukl is emptied Sntc 
a large circular tank in " liich it b 
treated wdth acids, these being poured 
In and mixed with it by means of pow 
erful pressure from beneath. 
When it has been well shaken it Is 
allowed to settle, and tbe acids then 
separate from it and sink to the hot 
tom o f the tank, taking with them 
some of tbe ta r that remained in tht 
oil. 
The acids are then removed and the 
oil is washed with salt water. 
Finally 
it is bleached, and it is then ready fot 
the m arkeb—Harper’s Weekly.
